New Skirmish Stirs 
Campus Revolt 


The graduating seniors were 
recently forced up against 
another wall in the matter of the 
mandatory graduation fees. 
According to Dean Powers this is 
being imposed by the Board of 
Trustees. The ‘power _ tactic 
employed to assure payment of 
the ten dollars was holding 
registration over our _ heads. 
Simply put, if the fee was not 
paid a student could not register 
for the third term. And so the 
fee was paid. 

However, with increased 
concern over principles and a 
larger degree of interest on the 
part of the student body action 
is possible. After all, if a student 


decides not to take part in the 
graduation ceremony why 
should he be forced to pay the 
whole ten dollars? Why should a 
non-participant be held 
responsible for expenses of the 
event i.e. (cap and gown). Is it 
not a reasonable demand that 
this student only be accountable 
for the cost of his diploma 
which is estimated to be 
approximately three dollars. 

If I must pay... I think I will 
attend and wear my purple and 
blue tie-died gown, my Cecil 
beanie, my fleeced blue jeans, 
sandals, red armband, peace 
button ... 

Bucky, you’re needed! 
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The State University of New York College at Brockport 


‘plans to make it possible for students to attend school all 
year starting in September, 1972. 


A new academic calendar, 
which is scheduled to go into 
effect for the 1972-73 academic 
year, adds two three-week “mini 
terms” to the two regular 
15-week semesters and two 
five-week summer sessions now 
offered by the College, which is 
19 miles west of Rochester. 

With the current calendar, 
Brockport is closed from 
mid-December to mid-January, 
and from mid-May until the end 
of June. 

One important advantage of 
the new calendar will be the 
increased flexibility it will give 
students in the amount of time 
it takes to complete college. 

A community college 
graduate, who comes to 
Brockport in 1972 with 60 
credit hours, would be able to 
complete the other 60 hours 
required for a bachelor’s degree 
in about 14 months after 
graduating from a community 
college. Normally, it takes two 
years to earn the bachelor’s 
degree after transferring to 
Brockport. 

But a community college 
graduate who started taking 
Brockport courses in July 1972 
and took a full load of courses 


during both summer sessions in 
1972 and then continued to 
carry a full load during the fall 
semester, the January mini term, 
the spring semester, the June 
mini term, and the two 1973 
summer sessions would complete 
his degree requirements by the 
end of August, 1973. 

On the other hand, the 
student who needs more time 
for part-time work would be 
able to take 12 semester hours 
of credit during the regular fall 
and spring semesters instead of 
the normal 15-hour load and 
three credit hours during the 
January and June mini terms. 
Without going to summer 
school, he would still be able to 
graduate in two years after 
earning his community college 
degree. 

The Brockport Faculty Senate 
committee which developed the 
new calendar feels that it will 
also be of major benefit to the 
instructional program. 

During the mini terms, which 
will be in January and June, 
students would be allowed to 
take only one ‘course. Many 
teachers feel some courses can 
be taught most effectively to 
students in a short period of

The bitter pill of disappointment was washed down by 
coffee and cokes by the Broome Tech basketball team 


| while spending a long 27 hours in the friendly snowbound | 
,- village of Tully. Unbelief was written plainly on the faces 


of players, firemen, and fellow stranded travelers as word 
was received that Erie’s coach and tournament director 
had given himself a forfeit in the final game of the first 
round regional play. Suddenly the fatigue of the long 
battle against the blizzard washed over the entire Tech 
caravan as the hopelessness of the situation was realized. 


Mr. Fitzpatrick’s argument 
that we should have arrived a 
day earlier didn’t hold water 
because the roads became 
treacherous that evening with 
conditions worsening 
Wednesday, but with promises 
from the weather service of a 
reprieve for Thursday traveling. 
We felt our best chances for a 
safe trip would be Thursday. 
Also, coach Baldwin decided 
that the ball players would sleep 
better Wednesday night in their 


own beds rather than in a noisy 


motel and would be better 
rested for the 9:00 p.m. game 
with Erie. 

When. reviewing Mr. 
Fitzpatrick’s decision it is 
difficult to forget his almost 
pitiful concern over the financial 
arrangements for the 
tournament. After being 
defeated by 40 points at Broome 
Tech, his team became a 
doubtful participant in the 
tournament which would have 
meant a small gate and financial 
disaster for him, Because he was 
hosting the event, his team was 


given special consideration and 


invited to the tournament, but 
his problem was_ still not 
completely solved because he 
drew two-time conqueror 
Broome Tech for the first round 
game. He had mentioned earlier 


that he needed two good crowds - 


to break even and felt this would 
be possible if Erie made the 
semi-finals. Against this 
background of ticket rolls and 
dollar signs he ignored Regional 
director Baldwin’s advice to 
postpone the tournament’ one 
day and, according to the 
NJCAA handbook, made an 
illegal decision to forfeit Monroe 
and Broome for not showing at 
the appointed times. 

Because of the injuries 
sported by the Hornets during 
this and the following week, it is 
possible that Niagara could have 
defeated us in a play-off game. 
However, the sickening aspect of 
this entire affair is that no one 
seems to be concerned about the 
basketball players themselves. 
The game and the control of the 
goals worked for have been put 
into the hands of politicians, 
both at the regional and national 
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time while their entire academic 
attention is being focused on 
one course. An example of a 
course which might be taught 


during a mini term is an 
intensive study of a foreign 
language, 


The mini terms will also make 
it easier to offer more 
off-campus courses both in the 
United States and overseas. 
Brockport now _ has_ several 
foreign and domestic off-campus 


programs, but most of these~ 


ars 


require students to devote an 
entire semester to a single 
program. 

For example, political science 
students may now spend a 
semester studying in 
Washington, D. C., but all of 
their courses during that 


semester are in political science. - 


During a mini term, however, 
students might be able to spend 
only three weeks taking one 


levels. No one was concerned — 
that there were players on both 
Monroe and Broome teams who 
were working for scholarships to 
four year colleges and that many - 
of the scouts would be at Erie 
and at Hutchinson. No one cared 
that both teams had played a 
whole season and had practiced 
for months with the regional 
tournament as a goal. And no 
one apparently, including 
President Tyrrell and County 
Administrator Ed Crawford, 
realized the intense effort 
initiated “by Coach Baldwin 
under adverse conditions to 
somehow give his team a chance 
to at least play in the 
tournament, even if it meant 3 
games in two days. After reading 
Mr. Crawford’s statements, one 
is forced to doubt that his 
loyalty as a Broome Tech fan 
goes further than is politically 
necessary. A county lawyer 
would not have moved fast 
enough to salvage any hope for a 
lost. season, and indeed would 
probably not have moved at all 
if previous experience. with 
county affairs is an accurate 
barometer. J 3 

Undoubtedly some valuable 
lessons will be learned from this 
experience and hopefully it will 
never happen again to any team. 
However, for those of us who 
only pass this way once in a 
lifetime, it will always be 
remembered as the “Lost 
Season”. The goal was reached 
but the spoils were given to a 
loser.

When someone has to pay for something they don’t want or use 
we call it exploitation. When the same person is forced to pay for 
something he doesn’t want or use by the threat of action that will 
harm him we call it extortion or blackmail. Broome Tech’s Board of 
Trustees calls it “Graduation Fee.” 

Whether you think graduation ceremonies are important or not is 
inconsequential. You have only to realize that there are students 
(and faculty) that for reasons of their own may not wish to 
participate in such ceremonies or if they do, not to pay for and wear 


a gown. These people are still required to pay a Graduation Fee. 


Gown or no gown, march or not march, bored or not bored, 
you still pay. Refuse and you never get credit, diploma, transfer or 
graduate—and we can only imagine what would happen to a faculty 
member. 

The whole deal has the same stench that the Mandatory Alumni 
Fee had before it was exposed and rectified. (we still haven’t gotten 
back the $5.00 'they lifted last year before it was abolished) 

The solution is very simple: if you participate you pay; if you 
don’t participate you don’t pay. But something about the 
administration prevents it from accepting or initiating simple and 
fair solutions. The fee could even be broken down to the cost of

Loopholes 


Narrowed 


The Selective Service System 
today announced a new policy 
that closes two loopholes. in 
draft regulations used by draft 
resistors and at the same time 
makes it easier for young men to 
be inducted in any part of the 
country, regardless of the 
location of their local boards. 

A Presidential Executive 
Order, published today in the 
Federal Register, authorizes any 
called registrant to be 
inducted at any 
Armed Forces .Entrance and 
Examining Station (AFEES), 
provided that he reports to the 
AFEES prior to his scheduled 
date of induction, and after he 
has received his induction order. 

The new policy removes the 
restriction that formerly 
required “hardship” or “good 
reason” to support a request for 
transfer and eliminates the 
administrative requirement for a 
delay in induction for those 
registrants who have moved to 
new locations. 

The new regulations further 
provide that if the registrant 
does not submit for induction 
three or more days prior to his 
scheduled date, he must report 
on the date originally indicated 
to the site specified on his 
induction order. This means that 
men who choose to refuse 
induction will be referred for 
prosecution in the judicial 
districts which service the areas 
of their local boards. 
Implementing instructions to 
local boards on the new 
regulations will be _ issued 
shortly, Selective Service 
officials said. j 

“The result of this change in 
regulations,” remarked Selective 
Service Director Curtis W. Tarr, 
“is that men requesting transfers 
in good faith will not be denied 
this opportunity—in fact, they 
will have their rights to transfer 
broadened.” He continued, “On 
the other hand, registrants who 
seek transfers only for purposes 
of delaying induction or facing 
draft law violation charges in a 
different jurisdiction will . find 
these loopholes closed.” 

Selective Service officials said 
that the new regulation will not 
affect any cases now before the 
courts, or cases where violations 
have already occurred.

The quarter system 
in the past has also allowed the 
technician valuable coop 
experience in industry, a break 
from continuous school work, 
and some salary for his efforts. 
Unfortunately, this aspect of 
this system has been temporarily 
suspended due to the industrial 
recession. 

Despite the quarter system, 
those who do go on to a 4 year 
engineering program have not 
been confronted with 
formidable obstacles, as 
witnessed by the many who have 
successfully completed the 4 
year degree. 

The obvious solution is the 
utilization of both systems on 
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our campus. That this presents 
problems for Administration is 
obvious. However, I believe that 
with desire, vigor, imagination, 
and cooperation this problem 
can be resolved. I believe that 
the faculty by participation and 


cooperation can help 
administration do the job 
effectively. 

With the L. A. and other

Each student in each 
program is entitled to the best 
and most effective education he 
can get, even if this requires 
imaginative and difficult 
innovative procedures.
